Craft Is Listed to Port Among

Safe in port at the headquarters of the 
Loyal Legion is the gunboat St. Louis, 
after its thrilling capture by pirates and 
its rescue by the brave sailors of the 
Huntress, flagship of the Missouri navy. 

The St. Louis is a three-foot model of 
a famous gunboset which saw service in 
the Civil War. It was used in the Dec- 
oration day exercises along with a sim- 
ilar model of the Maine. 

Before the Huntress cast off for Jef- 
ferson Barracks the little boats, gaily 
decorated with flowers, were placed in 
the river. An hour later the launch of 
the Huntress was sent out to pick them 
up. The Maine was found proudly rid- 
ing the current, but the St. Louis was 
not sighted. 

The Huntress was put about to look 
for it.

Every child, he 
said, should be put to the test, and 
every person found to have tubercu- 
losis should be cared for.

Dr. Kate W. Beall said that consump- 


tion was as old as Figypt, where it was 
very prevalent, and cited as proof the 
outbreaks of tuberculosis whenever 
there was any considerable opening of 
the tombs and unwrapping of Egyptian 
mummies, 

Dr. Ellen M. Osborn, president of the 
Women’s Auxiliary of the league, read 
a notable paper on “‘Tuberculosis in the 
Glands of the Neck.’’

Prosser’s children of killing the duck, 
and then the war started. 


Broom and Mop Handle Used, 
According to the testimony in court, 


Mrs. Kelly had a broom, and Mrs. 
Prosser a mop handle. They toed the 
dead line and quarrejed and menaced 
each other with their weapons. It 
is not of record which combatant got 
her foot across the dead line first, but 
when the mix-up developed it was said 
by witnesses to have been especially 
furious. 

The women were separated by Floret- 
ta Kelly, 20-year-old daughter of one of 
the contestants. 

Mrs. Prosser carried a large wisp of 
hair into court. She said Mrs. Kelly 
had pulled the hair out of her head. 
Mrs. Kelly took the stand and swore 
that the wisp of hair was a “rat’’ that 
Mrs. Prosser had been wearing all win- 
ter to conceal the thinness of her locks. 

Justice Thornton finally decided that 
the hair was genuine, and that it had 
been pulled from Mrs. Progsser’s head 
during the fight. Thereupon he penal- 
ized Mrs. Kelly, who is about 4 years 
old. Mrs. Prosser is an older woman.

HE WANTED TO FLIRT 





Judge Tracy Tells Him His 
Murder Might Have Been 
Excused. 





Otto Myers, a traveling salesman from 
Evansville, Ind., was fined $100 in the 
City Hall Police Court Friday, and ex- 
coriated by Judge Tracy for disturbing 
the peace of Miss Cecile Schoknecht and 
her niece, Miss Minnie Pearl Lee, 16 
years old, a sophomore of the Yeatman 
High School, by accusing them of rob- 
bing him. 
Miss Schoknecht and Miss Lee were in 
a crowd Thursday noon in front of the 
postoffice. Myers was standing in a 
doorway watching the crowd. Being a 
drummer in search of diversion, he 
thought they were trying to flirt with 
him, and followed them into the crowd. 

Then he thought he recognized Miss 
Lee aS a young woman who, he says, 
relieved him of $20 in a crowd the day 
before, and he called upon Policeman 
Meyers to arrest both, 
Myers was taken to the Central Dis- 
trict Police Station with them, where 
they told Capt. Young who they were, 
and that they. had never seen the man 
before. Capt. Young telephoned out to 
the Yeatman School and learned that 
Miss Lee had been in-school at the hour 
Myers saids she robbed him. 

Man Is Held. 
Miss Schoknecht and Miss Lee were 
permitted to go to their home, 3965 
Greer avenue, and Myers was held for 
disturbing their peace. 
In police court the young women tes- 
tifled that curiosity had tempted them 
into @ crowd. They. were accompanied 
by Fred D. Schoknecht, Miss Schok- 
necht’s brother, and saw no-impropriety 
in their conduct. They were horrified 
at being arrested on Myers’ complaint, 
and at the mortification that followed. 
A number of fashionable witnesses were 
present to attest their respectability. 
Miss Schoknecht, a tall, handsome bru- 
nette, was dressed in a rustling blue 
volle gown, and Miss Lee, a pretty blue- 
eyed blonde, excited general sympathy. 
Myers glibly told his story on the wit- 
ness stand. He said that he was whil- 
ing the time away watching the crowd. 
The day before, he said, he had been 
engaged in the same way when a young 
woman accosted him and he followed 
her into the crowd. She was pushed 
behind him and a moment later he felt 
a hand in his pocket and discovered 
that he had been robbed of a $20 bill. 
Looking for Fair Thief. 

Thursday he went to the same place, 
hoping to catch the thief. When he 
saw Miss Schoknecht and Miss Lee he 
thought he was being offered another 
opportunity to flirt, and followed them. 
He then believed he recognized in Miss 
Lee the girl whom he believed had 
robbed him the day before, and he 


caused her arrest. 

In fining Myers, Judge Tracy told 
him that his offense was calculated to 
provoke a homicide. ; 

‘“‘Many a man in the. place of Mr. 
Schokneciur would have _ killed you, 
when you charged his sister and niece 
with robbery in such a place and un- 
der such circumstances,’ the Judge 
said, facing Myers. ‘‘And if he had, I 
doubt if there is a jury that would 
have convicted him.” 

Myers will go to the Workhouse. 


COMMITS SUICIDE AFTER 
SHOOTING WIFE AND SONS 


Thirteen-Year-Old Girl Struggles to 
Disarm Father While He

FIFTY YEARS FOR SLAYER 
OF SISTER'S SLANDERER 


Alabama Court Convicts Howard, 
Who Will Appeal to Supreme 


Court. 


ANDALUSIA, Ala., Juhe 5.—Sitting 
between his sister, for the honor of 
whose name he killed George Bagley, 
and his aged white-haired father, whose 
sobbing protests filled the courtroom, 
Finley Howard was today sentenced 
to prison for 50 years, being found 
guilty of first degree murder. 

The severity of the verdict was a big 
surprise, as Howard's testimony that 


he shot Bagley for slandering the name 
of his sister, and, also, in self-defense, 
was substantiated by several witnesses, 
The Bagley and Howard familiés are 
both wealthy and prominent, and the 
trial attracted more attention than any 
other ever held in the county.

Paris Jails Now Crowded by 
Suspects, but They Will 
Be Freed. 





PARIS, June 5.—Whether yesterday’s 
attempt upon the life of Maj. Alfred 
Dreyfus was only the individual act of 
a man believing himself to have been an 
outraged patriot or had behind it an 
incipient Nationalist plot, the Republic- 
an press is unanimous in deploring the 
incident and believes it injured rather 
than aided that cause. Eiven those pa- 
pers which doubted the wisdom of bury- 
ing Emil Zola in the Pantheon think 
that the shooting of Maj. Dreyfus con- 
solidated the Republican sentiment, and 
they evidently desire to see the inci- 
dent die out as quickly as possible. 

Nationalists in a Fury. 

On the other hand, the fury of the Na- 
tionalist papers is unbounded. L’Aoc- 
tion Francaise fires a broadside which 
recails the most exciting days ef Drey- 
fus and Boulanger. At the head of 
its columns this newspaper prints a 
etatcnient by Charles Maurras, which, 
it is likely, the authorities will investi- 
gate, 

In this article the writer says that on 
Wednesday night ‘‘a resolute patriot’ 
visited M. Daudet and Lieut. Boisfleury 
and himself offered to kill Dreyfus, but 
his proposal was rejected. A leading 
editorial in this paper appeals to tho 
country to turn to the Duke of Orleans 
for redress, and concludes with these 
words: 

“Do you desire that Zola’s body be 
ejected from the Pantheon? Do you de- 
sire to march Dreyfus to the execution 
bleck? If so, invoke. your king.” 

Seek Death for Dreyfuss, 

The decision of the Court of Cassation 
to cut off the time for an appeal, the 
paper says, is illegal, and it concludes 
its article as follows: 

“What we ask for Dreyfus is not six 
balls from a revolver, but the 12 bul- 
lets of the execution squad.” —_ 

Other newspapers declare that Gre- 
gori, much grieved at the recent death 
of his mother, has lately manifested 
signs of mental derangement. 

Gregori’s sister said today her brother 
latterly had displayed symptoms of 
melancholia. 

In all, more than 500 arrests have been 
made. he jails-are overflowing. The 
arr re only temporary and as soon 
as order is restored the men will be lib- 
erated. 

Maj. Dreyfus was resting quictiy to- 
day. Drs. Bernard and Poazi have for- 
bidden anyone except his famly to see 
him, as his condition is such that ab- 
solute quiet has been enjoined. Drey- 
fus refuses to believe that the shooting 
was the result of a plot. He says it 
was merely the work of a single man, 
whose mind was inflamed by fancied 
grievances.

BELGRADB, June 5.—Diplomatic re- 
lations were today broken off between 
Servia and Montenegro by the recall of 
the Servian Minister at Cettinje, and 
the two nations are now on the verge of 
war.

BURIED YEARS 





Describes Success of Nestorian- 
ism Four Centuries 
After Christ. 





BOSTON, June 5.—What is probably 
the most interesting cargo of the year 
lies, carefully boxed and padded in the 
"tweendecks of the Standard Oil steam- 
ship Kennebec, touching here on her 
way to New York from Far East ports. 
The precious, weighty freight, but a 

le parcel valued at a lofty figure, is 
a replica of the famous Nestorian tab- 
let,, accompanied by Lieut. Fritz von 
Holm, formerly of the Danish Navy, 
who, with great patience and at infi 
trouble and risk, has faithfully made 
am exact reproduction of the origina! 
thy : 

The facsimile of the monument on 
board the Kennebec is a big slab from 
the same quarry in Northwestern 
China, from which the historic, almost 
imperishable tablet, was hewed more 
than 1100 years ago. 

It is 6 feet 6 inches in height, 3 feet 
wide and 12 inches thick. Its weight is 
two tons. The shipping and transporta- 
tion of the stone from the place where 
the original is preserved was a tremen- 
dous task for one man, Lieut. von Holm 
had the: replica shipped to Singapore, 
where it, was hoisted and lowered into 
the hold of the Kennebec the last of 
March, 

Lived With His Treasure. 

The young antiquarian, who has col- 
lected a vast amount of information 
concerning the erection of the monu- 
ment, the establishment, spread and 
decline of the Nestorian sect in China 
and the throwing down and burial of 
the stone record, guarded his precious 
treasure as tenderly as a mother 
Watches over her child. 

He would never leave the replica in 
the charge of strangers. He has eat- 
en, slept and traveled with his adaman- 
tine ‘“‘copy.”’ Great sighs of relief he 
heaved when the case, bound with 
heavy iron straps, had been deposited 
and lashed securely within the capa- 
clous maw,of the Kennebec’s No. 2 
hatch, so that no roll of the ship could 
possibly shift and fracture the result of 
his years of labor. 

The only Nestorian record found in 
China, of which the Kennebec's pack- 
age is the copy, was accidentally turned 
up out of the earth by Chinese laborers 
in the Changgan suburb of Seganfoo, a 
city in Northwestern China, in 1626. 
The authenticity of the tablet has been 
firmly established, Lieut. von Holm 
sys. 

The @ate of its erection was 781 A. 
D., and for 844 years it lay buried to 
the world. Recent rubbings from it are 
néarly perfect. The inscriptions are in 
Chinese, with a few lines in Syriac. 
When dug up, it was lying face down-

In New York Marquard Schwarz of 
the M. A. C., started in the 200-meters 
race, but finished fifth, greatly to the 
surprise of followers of aquatics, 
who expected Schwarz to win the 
event, as Daniels did not compete.

Mr. Netterfold is tne chairman of the 
Housing Committee of the Birmingham 
Town Council, and his practical experi- 
ence In this position, as well as his pro- 
longed study and research in connection 
with the problem, give him the right to 
be regarded as one of the foremost au- 
thorities on the subject. 


Much Legisiation Passed. 

The urgency of the problem has beep 
recognized for years; both parties in 
Parilament have enaeavored to solve it; 
but practically no advance has been 
made. During the past fifty years no 
fewer than twenty-eight Acts of Par- 
amet have been passed; and it is 
necessary, Mr. Nettlefold thinks, to 
consider whether such reforms as have 
been accomplished have been on the 
Tight lines.

“We have today comparatively few 
good houses, and a mass of slums—a 
few wide main arteries for through traf-

Market on the Upward Turn 
in Final Hour of Friday’s 
Session. 


NEW YORK, June 5, 10 a m— 
Changes between the closing and 
opening prices were confined to small 
fractions, averaging about % point. A 
majority of them were advances. 
Atchison, C. & O., Pennsylvania and 
Missouri Pacific recorded small initial 
losses, while Anaconda and Lead were 
the only prominent industrials that 
opened lowwer than their closing fig- 
ures.

RENOUNCE EVERYTHING 

Mrs. Stoné, as Have Others, 

Gave Up Husband and 
Her Farnily. 


NEW YORK, June 5.—The fact that 
Mrs, Winthrop Elisworth Stone, wife 
of the presideat of Pardue University, 
‘at Lafayette, Ind., as a result of the 
teachings of the philosophy known as 
Yoga, has renounced the world, in- 
cluding her husbafia and sons, and 
has completely disappeared to carry 
out her purposes of  renunciatton,. 
lends interest to a consideration of 
what Yoga is and what progress it- 
has made here in New York, where 
for years it. has been taught by 
“Swamis” from India, the headquart- 
ers of Yoga. 

At present lectures and lessons in 
the Yoga philosophy are being given 
regularly by the Swam! Paramananda. 
The names of all Swamis end itn “an- 
anda,” which means “bliss.” Para- 
mananda means supreme bliss. He is 
a young man, who dresses in an or- 
ange-colored wrapper, put on over 
clothing such as any other man would 
weer. He speaks in a calm, measured 
way, with scarcely a trace of foreign 
accent and when he walke he glides, 

Swami Paramananda discussed his 
philosophy in a room at the Védanta 
Society, surrounded by pictures of 
Hindoo sages and curiously wrought 
candelabra and Hindoo inscriptions. 
There he settled down calmly into a 
seat, swathed in his orange-colored 
wrapper, and began to discourse. 

Renunctation the Keynote. 

“Renunciation simply means, non- 
attachment,” he declared. “It means 
the giving up of the unreal and ma- 
terfal. It teaches us not to expect 
gratitude, for instance: to renounce 
entirely all fruits of our actions. It 
makes us masters instead of slaves, — 

“Renunciation ig God-Vision. If 
practicing it a person may go on liv- 
ing just as he or she has been liv- 
ing before. Discrimination is all that 
is needed. Cruelty toward others is 
not required. That would be mere 
selfishness. To run away from one’s 
family as a means toward renuncia- 
tion may De nothing more or less than 
slefishness. , 

“In India there are a class of men 
who renounce the world to become 
teachers. The Soul-Universe is their 
home. By giving up their small circle 
in this world the Soul-Universe be- 
comes their circle. 

“Now, if this rig 4 of whom you 
speak has given up the world through 
a misunderstending of the Yoga doc- 
trines she has done wrong; if her re- 
nunclation is based on unsélfishness, 
she has done right.”

Joseph M, Brown, Georgia’s 
Democratic Nominee for 


‘Governor, Was Discharged. 





ATLANTA, Ga., June 5.—With a few 
doubtful counties still to be heard from, 
unofficial returns show that Joseph M. 
Brown defeated Hoke Smith for Gov- 
ernor 
mary, by a majority of ever 14,000. The 
vote from the missing counties will not 
materially change Brown’s majority. 


Joseph M. Brown, son of Joseph E. 
Brown, Georgia’s war Governor, and 
United States Senator, was drawn in- 
to the race for Governor against Hoke 
Smith, by the man he beat. Last fall, 
while quietly engaged in offices of 
Georgia Railway Commission, of 
which body he was a member, he re- 
ceived an order, signed by Gov. Smith, 
dismissing him from office. Mr. Brown 
said little and within two or three 
days withdrew to his home in Mariet- 
to. In March rumors began floating 
that Brown would be a candidate for 
Governor. No one gave serious atten- 
tion to it and apparently Mr. Brown 
less than anyone else. 
Worked on Rallroads. 

Mr. Brown is 57 years old. Whena 
young man in _ 1877, he began as 
freight clerk in the freight depart- 
ment of the Western & Atlantic Rail- 
way. By close application and nat- 
ural aptitude for the business he 
worked his way up to general freight 
passengér agent and traffic manager. 
In 1899 the consolidation of the vari- 
ous interests of the Nashville, Chat- 
tanooga & St. Louis Railroad was ef- 
fected and Mr. Brown gave way to H. 
F, Smith, brother of President Milton 
Smith. Brown went with the Sea- 
board, remaining there until change 
of control made a clean sweep of of- 
ficials. When Joseph Terrell became 
Governer of Georgia he appointed 
Brown a member of the Raitoad 
Commission. 

Likes Life on Farm. 
Personally, Brown is genial and dig- 
nified. He is well read and an enter- 
taining conversationalist. 

Since May, 1889, Mr. Brown and his 
family have resided in Marietta, in the 
home of former Gov. Charles J. Mc- 
Donald. He is a member of the Second 
Baptist Church of Atlanta. He is bu- 
colic im his tastes and his greatest 
happiness is in caring for the farm for- 
merly owned by his father on the Eto- 
wah River in Chekoree County. 

The returns indicate that State Sen- 
ator Rebert E. Park was nominated 
over W. J. Speer. The race fer the full 
and two unexpired terms as Railroad 
Commissioner is still in doubt. 

One Congressman Loses. 

All of the present cengressmen have 
been returned with the exception of E. 
B. Lewis, in the Third Distrigt. At 
first it was reported that Lewis had 
defeated his opponent, Dudley M. 
Hughes. Later returns show that 
Hughes received a small majority. L. 
F. Livingston, for Congress from the 
Fifth District, whose nomination was 
in deubt least night, according to figures 
received early today, secured a major- 
ity over James L. Maysen: 

United States Senator A. 8S. Clay had 
no opposition and received the full vote, 
as did Attorney-General John C. Hart, 
Secretary of State Philip Ceoke, Comp- 
troller-General W. A. Wright and other 
State officers, with the exception of
